The prices used in computing the index are, as closely as can be determined, the 
prices which are actually received by farmers. Thus the storage, transportation, 
processing end handling charges which are not actually received by farmers are 
not included. On the other hand, subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be 
attributed to specific products are all included to date. 


The prices of wheat, oats, barley and flaxseed contain all Canadian Wheat 
Board payments including the recently announced final payments of 6.3 cents for 
oats, 9.7 cents for barley, and the interim payment of 10 cents per bushel for 


wheat. All payments of this kind are included in the year in which earned, not 
in the year in which paid. 


In compiling the index the fixed base weighted aggregative method has 
been used. Each commodity has been weighted by the annual average amounts sold 
in the five-year base period 1935-39. No adjustments for seasonal variation of 
the prices have been made. The index is based upon prices for about 50 farm 
products which contributed approximately 90 per cent to the total cash income 
received by farmers from the sale of farm products, during the base period. The 
series is subject to revision as more complete data become available. 
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
